The training consists of facts 


regarding these problems: Find, 


ing directions and distances on 
the earth’s surface, piloting, plane 
sailing, dead reckoning, celestial 
navigation, problems in steering 


a course, and finding oneself 
when lost in the air or on the 
sea. The material includes learn- 
ing the uses of maps, charts, and 
nautical instruments. 

_ This all-male course (no coeds 
enrolled this year) will be re- 
peated next semester for studénts 
who are interested in navigation. 
It is a three-unit course, held on 
Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fri- 
days at ten o’clock, with John 
Murrin as the instructor.
